(above), noted educator and principal in 
one of the country’s oldest architecture 
firms, Shepley Bulfinch Richardson &

1989 Edward C. Kemper Award, The Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects’ highest service 
award. 


Carlhian was chosen for the honor by the 
AIA Board of Directors in recognition of 
his more than 20 years of service to AIA 
and the architecture profession. He will be 
presented with the award, which was 
named in honor of the late executive 
director of the Institute, at the AIA na- 
tional convention in St. Louis in May. 


Carlhian is responsible for creating the 
AIA’s Twenty-Five Year Award, which 
recognizes the enduring qualities of build- 
ings at least 25 years old, and the Archi- 
tectural Critic Medal, which honors and 
attempts to foster outstanding writing by 
architecture critics. Carlhian also led the 
effort to save New York’s Grand Central 
Station and was instrumental in winning 
the AIA Architecture Firm Award and two 
Honors Awards for Shepley Bulfinch 
Richardson & Abbott. Carlhian’s designs 
include Harvard University’s Mather House 
and McCallum Center; Brown University’s 
Graduate Center; Vassar College’s Student 
Center; the University of Vermont Student 
Center, and the Smithsonian Institution’s 
twin museums on the mall. 


A member of the AIA Committee for 
Design since 1969, Carihian is credited 
with raising the standards for AIA design 
awards procedures. 


“His dedication to design and its recogni- 
tion within the profession has been 
remarkable,” said George M. Notter, Jr. 
FAIA, who was among those who nomin- 
ated Carihian for the Kemper. “His self- 
less labor on our design committee in this

Access and designer- 
selection bills filed 


Roger Goldstein AIA reports that his 
Massachusetts Architectural Access 
Board (MAAB) Liaison Group, working with 
the Legislative Affairs Committee and Kurt 
Rockstroh AIA’s Health Care Facilities 
Committee, has been instrumental in filing 
new legislation that would require that at 
least two members of the MAAB be archi- 
tects. The Board currently need not in- 
clude any architects. The bill was filed by 
State Senator Frederick Berry; to support 
the bill, write Sen. Berry at the State 
House. 


On other fronts: 

¢ Designer-Selection — A new bill filed by 
ACEC would require State agencies to 
select designers on the basis of qualifica- 


tions rather than fee bids. The bill is 
modelled on the Brooks Act, the AIA- 
sponsored federal law that has shaped 
federal designer-selection. While most 
Massachusetts agencies favor and usually 
base designer-selection on qualifications, 
it is not required by law. For more infor-

¢ Boston Civic Design Commission — A 
bill to exempt BCDC members from the 
conflict of interest provisions has been in- 
troduced as part of Mayor Flynn’s legisla- 
tive package. The bill was supported last 
year and did not pass only because of the 
early end of the legislative session. Sup- 
port for this bill should be addressed to 
the State Ethics Commission and the 
chairman of the Senate Ethics Committee 
(Sen. Thomas P. White). 


¢ Capital Expenditures — Members of the 
Mass. Construction Industry Council 
(MCIC — BSA is a member) met with 
former Secretary Frank Keefe in December 
to express concern over proposed cut- 
backs in capital projects. Secretary Keefe 
stated that the new budget will have $850 
million allocated for capital projects, and 
that the administration is projecting an in- 
crease of 82% per year for the next five 
years.

A.R.E.’s IDP 
requirement 
is postponed 


Copyright Q & A 


The Board of Registration of Architects 
has amended its regulations to provide for 
a postponement until 1991 of the imple- 
mentation of the requirement of the com- 
pletion of the Intern Development Program 
(IDP) as a condition of eligibility for the 
Architect Registration Examination 
(A.R.E.). 


The requirement of an NAAB-accredited 
degree still stands for the June 1989 
A.R.E. and for subsequent administrations 
but, for this year’s examination and that 
of 1990, the training requirement will be 
three years of training credits (similar to 
the training requirements of previous 
years) or the completion of IDP. 


Commencing in 1991, eligibility for the 
A.R.E. will be defined by an NAAB- 
accredited degree and the completion, by 
March 1 of the year of the examination, 
of IDP.

You must use the forms the 
Copyright Office sends you — anything 
else, including a photocopy, will be re- 
jected. The filing fee will be $15.00 or 
$25.00, depending on the applicable regu- 
lations. Registration normally will be 
granted within one to three months of 
filing.

Editor: 


The guest speaker at the November meeting 
of the BSA’s Task Force on Homelessness 
was Pat Libby, Executive Director of the 
Massachusetts Association of Community 
Development Corporations (MACDC). The 
object of the talk was to present to the Task 
Force members the idea of increasing the 
amount of architectural services donated or 
offered at a reduced fee to the non-profit 
CDCs for their development initiatives. 


One goal of MACDC is to increase the number 
of affordable housing units produced by CDCs 
and/or create units that are affordable to 
lower-income individuals. At the moment, 
CDCs develop mixed-housing, rental, owned, 
market-rate, moderate-rate and low-income 
housing. MACDC hopes that the CDCs will be 
able to increase the percentage of low-income 
rentals in these housing units and also hope 
this initiative will result in the creation of 
neighborhood planning in communities that 
would not otherwise have the resources to 
look at long-term growth. CDCs now buy hous- 
ing at random then figure out how to use it. 
With architects’ help, this could be done more 
systematically. A third goal is to improve the 
appearance of affordable housing; given more 
time and help from architects, lower-income 
housing could be made more aesthetically 


appealing. 


The CDCs envision architects working with 
them in several ways: by assisting a CDC with 


the pre-development work necessary to obtain 
site designation (this would be done on a 
volunteer basis; the architect could then 
choose to work with the CDC on a paid basis 
once designation was obtained); by assisting 
CDCs in conducting community planning pro- 
cesses on a volunteer basis; or by providing 
reduced fees for work with CDCs. In one 
scenario, firm principals would donate 100% 
of their time to a CDC project and associates’ 
time would be billed at cost... Architects were 
enthusiastic about having more impact on 
long-term community planning, helping pack- 
age housing for the homeless with the overall 
housing program for the community, and 
generally promoting the idea of consulting on 
community affairs and decisions. There was 
debate, however, over billing practices. 


The BSA Task Force has been in existence for 
approximately two and half years. People are 
eager to help physically with paint and ham- 
mer, others want to use their design skills in 
assisting a particular non-profit, and others are 
interested in dealing with the issue of home- 
lessness on a planning policy level. As we 
have grown to over 150, the next logical step 
is to restructure the Task Force, creating 
smaller groups dealing with more specific 
goals and interests. If you would like to join us 
in this extraordinary enterprise, please call me.

| would like to go on record as an architect 
questioning the architectural praise of 75 State 
Street. This project has been hailed by some 
groups in this town ... We should seriously 
question the overzealous use of cosmetic 
architectural detail on this project, critically 
asking what relevance or significance it has in 
our city. If this building begins or continues 
this trend in architectural “style”, we may be 
in for a decade of whimsy in the 1990s. The 
result will be a skyline of colored and pattern- 
ed wallpaper, foreign to the Boston we know 
and care for today. 


Our civic leaders praise this direction and 
trend without realizing the implication of a city 
skyline full of brothers and sisters to 75 State 
Street. We, as architects, should be careful to 
understand detail and color on these highrises 
— perhaps learning from 75 State Street for 
example, and not blatantly breed a generation 
of architecture that competes with itself in- 
stead of complementing the city and buildings 
surrounding it. The leadership must come from 
the architectural professionals and not from 
the political architectural experts. The fabric of 
our city can be irreversibly damaged by the 
cosmetic trend in architecture — we must 
look deeper than the skin to create con- 
tributing architecture for the next decade.
